|Cut Retail Deliveries 
Of Gasoline and Oil 


Gasoline and oi] deliveries to re- 
tailers were reduced in an order issu- 
ed Monday by Oil Controller G R. 
Cottrelle. 


Deliveries during the week Aug:

cent of total deliveries in the month 
of July, and during both September 
and October they will be 75 per-cent 
of July deliveries.

COMBATTING TUBERCULOSIS 


Modern methods of combatting 
tuberculosis have resulted in reduc- 
ing deaths from that disease in all 
provinces of Canada, it is shown by 
Dr. G. J. Wherrett, writing in the 
Canadian Public Health Journal. The 
reductions vary from 64 per cent. in 
Alberta to 33 per cent. in Quebec. 
In Ontario it was 60 per cent. be- 
tween 1921 and 1939. 

One reason for improfement 
that the disease is now brought to 
light much earlier than formerly, 
says Dr. Wherrett, but even now too

In order to diagnose the disease 
as carly as possible, and before it 
has caused noticeable symptoms, the 
doctor recommends that surveys be 
made, especially among the follow- 
ing:
